Old Project of Line Through 
Territories to Mexico.

12 to build frem Columbus, N. 
on the. Mexican frontier, to Salt 


Lake City. Surveys have been com- 
pleted, and it is asserted that rights 
of way have been secured for 150 
miles of the route, and sufficient capi- 
tal has been rai to complete the 
road. The promoter is A. 0. Bailey, 
an old resident of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

About fifteen years ago Bailey was 


interested in a company which pro- 
posed to build a rafiroad from Deming, 
N. M., south through Columbus to tap | 
the rich mining districts in the Sierra 
Madres in northern Chihuahua. The 
grade was completed from Deming to 
Columbus and for some fifty miles into 
Mexico. 
Then financial difficulties swamped 
the builders and they abandoned the 
project. John W. Young, a son of 
Brigham Young, head of the Mormon, 
Chureh, was one of the contractors 
engaged in the construction: He went 
to Burope and enlisted capital, but 
work was never actively renewed. 
Now Bailey has revived the project 
along different lines and claim to have 
interested Eastern capital to build to 
the Colorado line at once. The 
whl follow the old grade from Colum- 
bus to Deming, thence northwest 
through the rich copper fields of the 
Burro Mountains south of Silver City, 
and the Mogollon Mountains. It will 
penetrate the unexplored coal fields of 
Socecoro county, New Mexico, and the 
Gallup coal fields, on the main line of 
the Santa Fe. It will tap other coal 
lands in northwest New Mexico, north-
